The rise an d progress an d un quMk 
tion ed supremacy of the compan y In Its 
d boeen field Is d ue to the tireless in d us­ 
try an d tlie executive gen ius of the 
man . Its mod em mon ster office build ­ 
in g, facin g two of Philad elphia’s n o­ 
blest aven ues, is n ot merely tbe home 
of a blood less, soulless, in tan gible cor­ 
poration . It is a mon umen t to tbe in ­ 
d ivid ual who con ceived an d worked 
out tbe possibilities of a con cern which 
in Its profits an d pomilbilitles justly 
ran ks with the Stan d ard Oil compan y, 
TTiat great bn ild in g, towerin g toward 
Use cloud s, is filled with vice presi­ 
d en ts, gen eral man agera, clerks an d at- 
taches of all kin d s an d d egrees, each 
on e of whom thin ks he is tbe Importan t 
cog in the great machin e. Ail are mis­ 
taken . Dolan Is the gigan tic wheel that 
rolls aroun d with un errin g precision 
an d force; the others are the files 
whose touch Is un felt an d un n oticed — 
except on salary d ays. 
Tliere Is often a similarity In the 
method s of men an d of corporation s.

He began as 
an oflBce boy In a commission hou.se for 
the sale of hosiery an d kn it good s. In 
those boyish years he was observan t 
an d tactful, an d he gain ed man y valu­ 
able id eas for the Improvemen t an d 
d evelopmen t of the busin ess. In his 
twen ty-seven th year he began man u­ 
facturin g In a small way In a little 
build in g In that section of Philad elphia 
kn own as Ken sin gton , That on e build ­ 
in g soon became two, an d the two in ­ 
creased un til they fin ally culmin ated In 
a TToup of build in gs which, with the 
hun d red s of mod est homes of the op­ 
eratives, mad e the plan t assume the 
proportion s of an in d ustrial commun i­ 
ty In Itself. 
Kin d to Operatives. 
He had several well d efin ed id eas in 
con n ection with his man ufacturin g life. 
On e was to surroun d himself with com­ 
peten t an d well paid superln ten d en ta. 
An other was to make the operatives as 
comfortable an d con ten ted as the exi­ 
gen cies o f the busin ess would permit, 
an d a third was a p<w» itlve con viction 
of the n ecessity of laws that would fur­ 
n ish absolute protection to the In d us­ 
tries In which he was In terested .

but n on e of them could ever succaas- 
fully poin t the fin ger of accusation at 
Dolan . On ly twice could It be averred 
with reason able certain ty that he was 
actively in the political aren a. On ce 
was In 1896, when he was part of the 
combin ation of lead ers an d men of af­ 
fairs who threaten ed tbe political ex- 
isten i-e of Matthew Stan ley ^ a y in tbe 
celebrated state chairman ship fight of 
1895. The secon d time was a year later, 
when he of>en ly espoused the cause of 
his in timate frien d , John Wan amaker, 
when the great merchan t was a can ­ 
d id ate for the Un ited States sen ate 
again st the presen t sen ior sen atcr. 
Boles Pen rose. On each occasion , with 
all of his keen n ess, he wen t d own be­ 
fore the remorseless gen eralship of the 
con ced ed Napoleon of i>oIltlcs. 
It Is, therefore, on ly in the field s of 
bn sln esa that Dolan Is un d isputed mas­ 
ter. Next to his ln ter(*sts In tbe Un itMl 
Gas Improvemen t compan y hla closest 
con n e<'tlon probably has been with the 
Un ion Traction compan y, n ow the Rap­ 
id Tran sit compan y, with Its absolute 
mon opoly of all the strin d car lin es In a 
city of 1,500,000 population . 
It must be con fessed that Dolaa’.s 
con n ection with these corporation s has 
n ot served to en han ce his popularity 
with the masses of the people, but he 
accepts It philosophically. 
Curt Rejoin d er to a Promoter. 
It 1s related that a New En glan d er of 
n ote, but excessively polite an d gar­ 
rulous, on ce called upon the fin an cier 
to In tert'st him In the formin g of a n ew 
gas compan y.

Tbe sp eaker o f th e day , Ho no rable 
R. S. Farrand, o f Dixo n, was intro ­ 
duced by Cap tain Parker, and deliv­ 
ered a masterly address, but sp ace 
p ermits o f o nly a brief sy no p sis o f it 
in th ese co lumns.

age. Fo r a time th e go vernment was

Eight cents contributed as a joke to 
buy a Sheldon (la.) trav eiiug man a 
bair cut at Sioux City, la., four years 
ago has formed tbe nucleus for a fund 
which will build a national borne for 
the widows and orphans of the knights 
of tbe grip, says an Eldora (la.) dis­ 
patch to the St. Louis Post-Dispatcb. 
The building will be erected in Iowa, 
inasmuch as the national Ixxly bestow­ 
ed upon the state the priv ilege In recog­ 
nition of the planning and promotion of 
the original scheme. A number of the 
cities of the state are clamoring for 
the location of the home, and at the 
coming meeting of the order to be held 
soon at Cedar Rapids, this will be de­ 
cided. It has been decided to spend nt 
least $200.000 for the establishment of 
this national home, and, hav ing the 
patronage of the national association, 
it will be the pride of ev ery trav eling 
man in the nation. 
F. W. Flouck of Sheldon is the famed 
trav eling man for whom the original 
eight pennies were? subscribed. Houck 
struck Sioux City four years ago -with 
a draft of $150 in his pocket and not a 
penny In money. The fellow trav eling 
men learned of his predicament early 
In the day, and, for a Joke and for 
the 
purpose of hav ing some fun at his 
ex­ 
pense. spread the rumor 
around at the 
v arious hotels that the draft was bo­ 
gus and that any one who cashed it 
would be swindled. 
Tbe banks and 
some of the Sioux City stores were also 
notified, and poor Houck found himself 
unable to obtain 
money for his draft. 
To add to his predicament members 
of the order suggested that a penny 
collection be subscribed at the morning 
•esslon of the state meeting to buy 
their Sheldon friend a hair cut. Eight 
cents were contributed, and Houck re­ 
fused to accept the purse, and the sum 
was turned over to the secretary. C. 
Olmstead, who guarded the 8 cents all 
through the year, and at tbe next state 
meeting laid particular stress In his an­ 
nual report about the eight cent Houck 
fund in the treasury. Houck, In a rath­ 
er bantering manner, told the members 
of tbe order in convention assembled 
that the 8 cents was not enough to pay 
for a hair cut nnd suggested another 
collection be taken at once. This was 
done, and with a good will many more 
pennies were added to the Houck fund. 
Secretary Olmstead carefully guard­ 
ed this addition to the fund for another 
twelve months and then at the annual 
meeting nt Cedar Rapids, la., last year 
the members became somewhat seri­ 
ous about the fund. It was suggested 
that the money be nsed for some good 
purpose, a basis of a fund for a home. 
A resolution was presented and adopt­ 
ed to the effect that a delegation be 
sent to the national meeting, asking 
that a national home be built In Iowa. 
The proposition at once met with a 
hearty and unanimous approval by the 
national council. 
A third collection was then taken 
and this time dollars took the place 
of pennies, drafts commenced to roll In 
to Secretary Olmstead and throughout 
the last year the local lodges over the 
state have contributed to the Houck 
fund, and now a big deposit Is In the 
bands of the treasurer credited to the 
national building fund. The traveling 
men all over the state are enthusiastic 
over the prospects of a new building In 
the state and the chief interest at the 
Cedar Rapids meeting will be centered 
about the location of the home.

about the U. C. T., as it has “ blown 
Its horn” but little, ro to speak, nere 
are some of the benefits which come 
from Its organlaztion:

right, says Gilbert II. Grosv enor in 
his "Our Heralds of Storm and Flood” 
in the June Century. The spirit which 
fired our fathers to cross the wide At­ 
lantic and which in less or eq ual degree 
still animates the thousands annually 
seeking our shores is fed and fanned 
by the cold winds from the northwest.

H Y D E ’S LU X U R IO U S STA BLES 


R o m e o f th e E q n lta b le N a n ’a H o r se s 
S a id to B e a M a rvel In S p len d o r . 
James H. Hyde, the storm center of 
the Equitable Life Assurance society’s 
flgbt, Is reputed to have the most splen­ 
did stables In America, says Lindsay 
Denison in the World’s Work for May. 
There is a special room devoted to the 
harness, spotless and shining as table 
silver. In a case are curbs, bits, bells, 
stirrups and whips. There are carved 
wooden cases, containing a veritable 
museum 
of 
old 
stirrups, 
postilion 
whips and hunting horns, and a great 
hall containing not less than twenty- 
eight carriages. 
These stables are ruled over by Fran­ 
cois Gnillot, a true Parisian, who serv­ 
ed W. K. Vanderbilt for ten years. A 
lady visitor to the stables admired one 
of the horses extravagantly, and Gnil­ 
lot tnrned to her and said simply and 
earnestly: “ You will only have to tell 
Mr. Hyde the horse pleases you.

M ethod of Construction.

ness. The next quarter of a mile will 
consists of fourinches of macadam laid, 
ov er the nativ e black loam, after the 
lotim is burned to a depth of eight 
inches. The next eighth of a mile will 
be of burned loam rolled compactly 
and the last eighth will be of shale laid 
to the depth of eight inches and burned 
on the surface. 
The fate of the good 
roads mov ement depends largely upon 
the result of the experiments.

Colonel Coop­ 
er said Russia nev er needed a return 
of that feeling more than in this dark 
hour of her trial, and he believ ed it 
should find an expression in some fit­ 
ting remembrance of the action of 
Emperor Alexander II., who prev ented 
foreign interference in the civ il war 
through his able minister, Prince Gort- 
chakoff. 
Colonel Cooper read in full the letter 
of Prince Gortchakoff to the Russian 
minister at Washington adv ising him 
of the position of Russia toward the 
United States.

That the great majority of persons 
use the right hand with greater skill 
than the left is doubtless due to two 
influences — an innate procliv ity and 
constant 
practice. 
The 
preference 
shown by most infants at the age of 
one year for the use of the right hand 
prov es that there is an inherited tend­ 
ency. 
Further ev idence of it is found 
fti the greater ease with which any en­ 
tirely new act is performed by the right 
than by the left hand. Training, how­ 
ev er, is an important factor. A mature 
person, hav ing lost the right hand by 
accident, can achiev e wonders with 
the other if he only exercises patience, 
persev erance and A strong will. 
The more mysterious of the two fac­ 
tors in this problem is the inborn tend­ 
ency. 
How did it arise/ There are 
exceptions to the rule. 
Perhaps two 
out of ev ery hundred babies are left 
handed. But when you stop to think of 
it the natural inclination of the other 
ninety-eight is remarkable. 
A great 
many physiologists hav e speculated in 
regard to its cause without reaching 
any conclusion upon which all could 
agree. 
Dr. George M. Gould says in the 
Popular Science Monthly that right 
handedness is so thoroughly ingratiat­ 
ed in human nature that It must hav e 
been partially dev eloped in the sav age 
ancestors of the race. Primitiv e man, 
in his opinion, must hav e felt a definite 
need for the exercise of his right hand 
in preference to his left, and that ne­ 
cessity must hav e been recognized and 
obeyed for a long period continuously. 
The Impulse could not well hav e dic­ 
tated his habits in eating, for kniv es 
and forks are of recent origin, the 
modern gun had not been inv ented, 
and writing was practically unknown. 
Moreov er, in such operations as chip­ 
ping arrowheads, weav ing baskets and 
wielding clubs, bows and arrows it 
could not hav e mattered much which 
hand was employed. 
When warfare had been carried to 
such a stage of adv ancement as to in­ 
v olv e the use of a shield, howev er, that 
object was probably held on the left 
side in order to protect the heart. Then 
as a matter of conv enience the right 
arm was left free for the more activ e 
function of fighting with spear and 
sword, and with habitual exercise 
came special skill. An attendant phe­ 
nomenon was a finer organization of 
that particular center in the brain 
which controlled these mov ements and 
which was situated In the left Jialf of 
the organ. The brain is the real seat of 
all dexterity, and something takes 
place there in correspondence with ex­ 
ternal efficiency. 
With an increased 
use of the right hand. Dr. Gould thinks, 
there must hav e been greater demauds 
upon the right eye, because v ision must 
precede the order to strike or to giv e 
peaceful signals. 
In this way there 
may hav e been dev eloped a keener 
power of v ision in the righ't eye than In 
the left. Dr. Gould assumes that there 
was and declares that “right banded 
people are right eyed” and that In their 
brains the center of v ision Is on the 
left side, in close proximity to that gov ­ 
erning the right arm. 
While civ ilization was yet at a low 
lev el communication was carried on, 
especially with strangers, largely in 
the sign language. 
Barter laid the 
foundations of arithmetic and called in­ 
to play the digits. The preference al­ 
ready giv en to the right hand in battle 
may hav e guided men in the choice for 
this serv ice and also in official and so­ 
cial 
ceremonies. 
Computation, 
Dr. 
Gould points out, was an Intellectual 
process which was conducted in the 
speech center of the brain. Nature was 
compelled to take sides in locating the 
latter, and she placed it to the left of 
the middle. Dr. Gould thinks that the 
choice was gov erned by the employ­ 
ment of the right hand for giv ing sig­ 
nals. 
So Intimately related are the 
functions of speeeh and v ision and 
the control of the muscular efforts with 
the right arm that action would be 
quicker if the cerebral centers control­ 
ling them were closely associated. 
Before discussing the cause of left 
handedness Dr. Gould calls attention to 
the fact that with right handed people 
the left hand is occasionally called up­ 
on to perform a task of greater impor­ 
tance than its mate. 
In eating the 
fork is used more than the knife. 
In 
playing a v iolin or v ioloncello the fin­ 
gering is done with the left hand and 
the bowing with the right. It is sug­ 
gested that some of these operations 
may result from the superiority of the 
right eye. Perhaps the latter can watch 
and guide them better when they are 
performed with the left than with the 
right hand. 
Left handedness is considered by Dr. 
Gould an Inheritance from ancestors, 
sav age or civ ilized, who were obliged 
by some misfortune to abandon the use 
of the right hand. An ev en more influ­ 
ential injury, he thinks, would hav e 
been as to the right eye. With the cul­ 
tiv ation of skill with the left hand, he 
believ es, there followed a change in 
the organization of the brain. Owing 
to disease the center, which had for­ 
merly controlled action, lost its v igor 
and that on the opposite side acquired 
Increased power. Dr. Gould says that 
the speech center was also transferred 
from the left side to the right of the 
brain in consequence. In the transmis­ 
sion of the cerebral peculiarity to off­ 
spring he finds the key to the manifes­ 
tation of left handedness at a tender 
age.—New York Tribune.

Soldiers were seen 
to fall, but as the flash from the bomb 
died, out it was observ ed that the king 
and the president had not been, struck 
and their carriage proceeded on 
its 
way. The bomb had been thrown with 
too great force, and passed ov er the 
carriage and struck the shoulder of a 
cuirassier and then fell to the ground, 
where itexploded,fragments of it strik­ 
ing the horses of the soldiers, causing 
them to bolt and throw; their riders. 
The force of the explosion was terri­ 
fic and caused a derangement of the 
electric lights, which were all extin­ 
guished. adding darkness to the scene 
of confusion. Women and children 
screamed, and a panic was for a time 
threatened An the v ast throng, until the 
nolice succeeded in restoring order. 
Immediately following the explosion 
an indiv idual was seen to dash into the 
crowd, but men seized him before he 
could escape and turned him ov er to 
the police. He is believ ed to hav e been 
the author of the outrage. Many other 
arrests were effected. 
The arrested 
persons describe themselv s as follows: 
Louis Finot, agd 22. a tailor; Marcel 
Hauten* aged 14, a glass blower; Ferdi­ 
nand Boler, aged 21, a florist. 
The king did not retire until in­ 
formed that uobody had been mortal­ 
ly Injured, and promptly telegnaplied 
his mother informing her of his safety. 
President Loubet withdrew after tell­ 
ing the king how much he deplored the 
shocking attempt and 
congratulating 
him on his happy escape. 


Paris, June 1.—» An attempt to assas- 
sinate King Alfonso was made here 
at midnight.
